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Italy Signs in the Palace of linens

It is noon on Monday, the fateful February 11th, 
and we are standing by the obelisk at the north door 
of the Mother of Churches of the World, St. John’s. 
We have watched first Cardinal Gasparri and then 
Premier Mussolini drive into the Lateran Palace and 
they are now sealing the accord between the Holy See 
and Italy. Their meeting was to have been a secret 
guarded for the inner circle but the story, like so many 
of its kind, leaked and a crowd tense with excitement 
is here to witness the passage of these two men whose 
pens will heal a wound of 59 years. 

I do not deny it, I am in a tremble at the pregnant 
greatness of the moments for my mind is dwelling not 
only in the piazza or on the scene behind the palace 
windows. My thoughts are shooting like the shuttle 
of a loom out from Rome to the four corners of the 
globe weaving a 
fabric of the rever- 
berations which this 
freeing of the Pope 
will awaken in every 
country where a 
Catholic heart 
throbs. 

There are news- 
paper men near me; 
a Frenchman is say- 
ing to himself, ‘This 
will make a good 
story tonight in 
Paris”; an English- 
man, “This gets the 
first column in Lon- 
don this evening”; a 
German visions Ber- 
lin and Munich; an 
American sure he 
sees his “stuff” in 
headlines from New 
York to San Fran- 
cisco,

But I stop at no country in particular; it is the world- 
wide significance behind the event which is counting 
with me. More, it is the world-wide significance which 
Pope Pius XI has made the conscious effort to put 
behind the event which grips me. 

Because whether my companions, the press men, 
are going to take note of the fact or not, Pope Pius XI 
has gone out of his way to give the signing of the 
accord between the Holy See and Italy a missionary 
atmosphere. There were really no grave reasons why 
the document could not have been signed at the Vati- 
can. Instead the Holy Father decided the historic 
Hall of the Popes of the Lateran Mission Museum 
should once again see history, that the background of 
the signing of peace with the country in which the 
supernatural center of the Church is found should 
be an institution or- 
ganized to make 
clear that Catholic- 
ity is above all 
flags, all nations, 
and labors for every 
people on earth. 

Yesterday after- 
noon, Sunday, I an- 
ticipated the meet- 
ing of today by a 
visit to this Hall of 
the Popes now the 
Hall of Conferences 
of the Museum. Rel- 
atively few were re- 
connoitering since 
the Museum door- 
keeper said there 
had been but 120 
visitors up to five 
o'clock. However, 
there in the Hall 
was Mr. Cortesi of 
the Associated Press 
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getting “color.” He was nothing short of enthusiastic 
over the fact that he had discovered that the table was 
from the Philippine Islands. A visitor at the Vatican 
Mission Exposition in 1925 would have noticed that 
the massive structure made of a single piece of wood 
over six yards long and two yards wide was the same 
that stood in the Hall of Oceania at the Exposition, 
a gift of Jesuit missionaries to the Pope. About this 
table this noon Church and State is listening to a final 
reading of the accord and then the signatures. 

The hall in which the table stands is spacious and 
richly decorated. The Lateran Palace, recall, was the 
home of the Popes for a thousand years, from 314 to 
1305, and from it were sent out the messengers who 
brought the Faith to many of the countries of Europe. 
In 1508 Pope Sixtus V. rebuilt it and this Hall of the 
Popes still retains in good condition its ornately dec- 
orated walls. 

The floor paved in marble is unencumbered with 
furniture except for 
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first visit to the Pope. Europe is represented by a 
silver model of Castle Xavier, home of the apostle 
without peer, St. Francis Xavier of Navarre, a giory 
of Spain. 

Premier Mussolini sits with Cardinal Gasparri in 
these surroundings today and takes the first step in 
swearing the good will of Italy toward the Prince of 
Good Will, the leader of the Catholic millions of these 
five continents. The news men here in the piazza will 
not mention it to the Parisians, Londoners, or New 
Yorkers but this peace is not made alone for Italy, 
for Europe, for America. It is made by a Pope pas- 
sionately devoted to uniting all men the earth over 
under one banner, a Pope from whom Asia, Africa, 
Oceania receive every whit the same concern as the 
Western world. As I wait here I can see the Cath- 
olics of Peking, of Tokyo, of the Fiji Islands, of the 
East Indies, of Madras, of Uganda, of the Banks of 
the Congo, of the White Man’s Grave on the far 
African West Coast, 





this now historic 
table and another 
large one at the op- 
posite end of the 
hall, also construc- 
ted of a single cross- 
section of a tropic 
giant of the Phillip- 
pine forests. At 
either end of the 
hall is a bust of a 
Pope; one of Sixtus 
V, builder of the 
palace, the other 
near the table of 
signatures represert- 
ing Pius XI, founder 
in 1926 of the Lat- 
eran Mission Mus- 
eum to which 24 
halls of the palace 
are now dedicated. 

About the walls 
then, in finely con- 
structed glass cases, are symbols of the Catholic Church 
on the five continents, gifts to the Holy Father from 
Europe, Asia, Africa, North America, South America, 
not many but a selection of the choicest among the 
thousands which fill the Museum. 

From China is a collection of ancient coins, one of 
the most complete in the world, numbering 6,688 
pieces in all, the oldest of which date from 1122 B. C. 
From India are ivory tusks with lace-like carvings, 
gifts of the Syro-Malabar Catholics. From Upper 
Nile in the heart of Africa is more ivory, this time a 
carved elephant mounted with silver, a gift from 
Bishop Biermanns of the Mill Hill Missioners, London. 

From Choco in Columbia, South America, is a col- 
lection of ornaments in precious metal once posses- 
sions of the Indians and a large emblem moulded from 
pre-Columbian gold found near Bogota. From Alaska, 
then, in North America, is a chaplet of rosary beads 
carved from bone by the natives and sent to the Pope 
by Jesuit missioners through General Nobile after his

Rome, March 9.— 
Pope Pius created 
the deepest impres- 
sion in his reply 
to the Diplomatic 
Corps assembled at 
the Vatican to pre- 
sent the congratula- 
tions of their re- 
spective Govern 
ments on the recent 
conciliation between 
the Holy See and 
Italy. The impres- 
sion was deeper per- 
haps in foreign than 
in national circles. 

As the Papal or- 
gan, Osservatore Romano, containing the full and of- 
ficial text in French, only appeared at 8 o’clock this 
evening, the papers gave scant idea of the full mean- 
ing of the Pope’s utterances. But as the Osservatore 
carries words of the Pontiff as personally approved, 
they can be taken as the most important pronounce- 
ment from the Vatican City since he addressed the 
Roman parish priests the day the treaty was signed. 

What struck the eighty diplomats assembled most 
was the extremely elevated tone of his discourse. His 
well chosen words moved many of the diplomats to 
tears, especially when His Holiness said: “I, like 
Peter, give you all I have—my blessing.” 

The discourse makes clear to the whole world, that 
a perfect plebiscite of foreign powers’ congratulations 
on the settlement of the Roman question is, in the 
eyes of the Pope, the most powerful international 
guarantee which could possibly be desired, and he 
fully appreciates it.

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Epitor’s Foreworp: The Catholic Universe of 
London has published a statement of Father Vassall- 
Philips under the above head-lines which is so 
informative and encouraging that we want our LAMP 
Readers to have the benefit of it, and so we give it 
prominent place in the present issue. 

Before the war four great Powers dominated the 
whole situation in Europe. They were Tsardom, the 
German Empire—dominated by Prussia—France, and 
Great Britain. 

Tsardom was the chief enemy of Catholicism in 
Europe, as Pope Pius XI. frequently declared. It was 
violently anti-Catholic. Not only did it hold Catholic 
Poland down with savage cruelty, but it drove mil- 
lions of people out of the Uniate Churches into schism. 

Germany, too, dominated by Prussia, whose great- 
ness was founded by an apostate Catholic, was 
violently anti-Catholic. It was true that the Germans 
who were Catholics were good practising Catholics, 
but on account of the influence of Prussia there was 
continual trouble with the Holy See. 

Pope Pius X used to say that his one great difficulty 
in enforcing his decrees were the Germans; that the 
greatest check upon the reforms he wished to 
introduce came from the Germans. 

In France, just before the war, the effects of the 
Revolution had not yet disappeared. The Govern- 
ment was intensely anti-Catholic. Individual Cath- 
olics practised their religion, but the whole political 
power of the country was directed against the Catholic 
religion, and there was persecution after persecution. 

As regards Great Britain, it was still a great Protes- 
tant country. It could not be said to be anti-Catholic, 
but it was certainly not pro-Catholic. 

Catholic Countries Weak 


Then they had the lesser Powers. Italy was, from 
the religious point of view, as weak as it could be. 
Spain was in a very bad state. Portugal had the worst 
Government in Europe. 

One of Lord Salisbury’s many taunts was that the 
Latin countries were decadent, and Catholics in this 
country did not, in fact, question the taunt. 

In the Balkans Catholicism was in a very low state 
on account of the dominance of Tsardom. Belgium 
was a Catholic country, but Socialism had a great 
following, and the powerful Liberal Party was anti- 
Catholic. Holland was regarded by most as a Pro- 
testant country. 

Poland and Ireland were therefore the only two 
definitely Catholic countries in Europe. 

“Now,” said Father Vassall-Phillips, “let us see 
what the position is after the war. The facts speak 
for themselves. 

“Tsardom is in the dust. It is true that in its day 
there was a great outward show of religion, and that 
entirely anti-Christian Bolshevism has taken its place. 
But that outward show of religion was very much a 
matter of surface religion; and there is much more 
hope for Catholicism after Bolshevism than after

Tsardom. Moreover, if Catholicism is not making 

much progress in the Balkans now, the anti-Catholic 

forces are weaker without the dominance of Tsardom. 
Church Freed in Germany 

“Turn to Germany. There, from the Catholic point 
of view the change has been most extraordinary and 
wonderful. The centre of influence has changed; no 
longer is Prussia the dominating force. For the first 
time since the Reformation converts are being made 
on a rather wide scale. Even in Lutheran Germany, 
Catholics are now free. 

“German Jesuits have told me that if Germany had 
won the war it would have been a very bad thing for 
the Church. 

“Now, not only is the Church making converts in 
Germany, but all the persecuting laws have been re- 
moved. Two Jesuit churches have actually been 
opened in Berlin. This is a most extraordinary thing, 
for even in the Catholic parts of Germany the religious 
orders were banished before the war. Now they have 
all gone back again. 

“So we see that the war has done an enormous 
amount of good for the Catholic Church in Germany. 

“Now we come to France. The position there may 
not be better than it was before the war, but it is cer- 
tainly not worse. . In some respects I think the 
position is better; at any rate, there does not seem 
to be any likelihood of a revival of the persecutions. 


Great Britain 


“In Great Britain there has been no change in the 
attitude toward the Catholic religion. It was neutral 
before the war, and it is neutral now. On the other 
hand, we continually see signs of a desire on the part 
of the Government to do all that can be done for Cath- 
olicism. The British Government will never do any- 
thing against Catholicism, but if there is any way in 
which it can help Catholicism, it will do it. 

It is true that Parliament seems to be violently 
anti-Anglo-Catholic—but that is a different matter. 

“Looking at the smaller Powers, we are immediately 
struck by the extraordinary change in the Latin coun- 
tries. I do not want to discuss Mussolini, but the fact 
remains that since Mussolini came into power Italy has 
been Christianized. Like Napoleon, Mussolini has 
found that a country canncet exist without religion. 
There is no doubt that the Church enjoys a freedom 
which would have been thought impossible, before 
the war. 


Spain’s Wonderful Rise 


“Then we come to Spain. Here we see one of 
greatest revivals in the history of the world. Com- 
mercially, educationally, intellectually, agriculturally, 
Spain has made extraordinary progress since the war, 
and never has religion been so much respected. 

“In Portugal the bad Governments have gone. The 
Catechism may now be taught in the schools, and the 
Crucifix has been restored. The Government is even 
giving subsidies to the Missionaries. 
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“I have said that when Lord Salisbury called the 
Latin countries decadent, his taunt was not denied. 
If he were alive today and uttered that taunt he would 
be laughed out of court. 

“The Austrian Empire has gone, but the Catholic 
Church has not suffered on that account. The Imperial 
family it is true, practised their religion, but the prof- 
essional and commercial classes were only nominally 
Catholic. I do not believe that the Church has lost 
anything by the breaking up of Austria. 

“Belgium has found herself. 

Great Hope for Holland 

“Holland is technically a Protestant country, but 
there is more hope for the future of Catholicism in 
Holland than in any other European country. More 
than two-fifths of the people are Catholics, and they 
all practice their religion most faithfully.

“Poland is now free, a position which her own people 


never imagined could come about. Ireland, always 
Catholic, is now being governed by a Catholic govern- 
ment in the way a Catholic should be governed. 

“Taking the whole position in Europe, then, no one 
can fail to acknowledge that after the war Catholicism 
is in a much more powerful position than she was be- 
fore the war. 

“Her two great enemies have disappeared. One of 
the greatest signs of progress is the increase in the 
influence of the Papacy. The position which the Papacy 
now holds in Europe was unthinkable to our grand- 
fathers and almost incredible to our fathers, who were 
always being told that the reigning Pontiff would 
surely be the last Pope. 

“T think the position is as encouraging as it can 
possibly be.” 





MIXED MARRIAGES 


In a recent number of the Homiletic Review a 
Father Woywood, a Professor of Canon Law, a man of 
great learning and ability, published an article ad- 
vocating the abolition of all mixed marriages. He 
takes this ground. The Church forbids mixed mar- 
riage. Therefore, the Church should not grant dis- 
pensations. To carry out his purpose, he urges that 
bishops forbid the absolution of people who are “keep- 
ing company” with non-Catholics. 

Rightly to evaluate this contention, bear it in mind 
that Father Woywood is a professor. He has lived all 
his life in a college. He has not met and touched the 
men and women who live and work, love and form the 
outer world. Therefore, he cannot have the intimate 
experience, the personal touch which they have who 
are in the active work of the ministry. 

No one will deny that the mixed marriage is an evil. 
Call it a great evil, if you will. An experience of 
more than forty years leads us to estimate that when 
the man is a Catholic, at least 80% of these mar- 
riages end in disaster; when the woman is a Catholic, 
fully 65% turn out badly. 

When I say end in disaster I mean at least one of 
three things: dissension leading to separation or 
divorce; the Catholic loses faith; the children have 
no faith. 

Within one week after the appearance of Father 
Woywood’s article we had three applications for dis- 
pensation to contract a mixed marriage. The three 
applicants were women. The first was a girl who ad- 
mitted that she rarely went to Mass; had not received 
Holy Communion in years; had determined and agreed 
that she would not bear children and expected to live 
in future as she had lived and was living. 

When she was askéd, what if the Bishop refuses to 
grant the dispensation? she replied, “I guess I’ll have 
to go to someone else.” 

Of course, her application was refused and she 
“married” before the City Clerk. She is through with 
the Church. We may hear of her soon in the Courts 
as an applicant for divorce and we may meet her on 
her death-bed seeking the reconciliation and peace 
which she does not deserve. 





The second applicant was the daughter of a lady 
who had married a non-Catholic before a minister, but 
had come back to the Church and brought up her 
family in the Church. 

This girl was very nervous. She said she was afraid 
because her mother had been treated rudely by the 
priest to whom she applied for a dispensation. In her 
pique, she was married by a minister and for years 
lived in the state of excommunication. She had been 
a good Catholic. The man she married was ready to 
make all the promises and he kept them when he did 
make them. But rudeness and insolence drove them 
to something which plain decency would have pre- 
vented. 

The third case was similar to the second. The 
parents of the girl had been insulted. The priest would 
not listen to them. They were married by a minister. 
The mother trought up her children in the Catholic 
Church, but she herself had become an Agnostic. 

Now, suppose these two girls had been turned away. 
What would have happened? 

Does anyone doubt they would have “married” any- 
way? Is it not more than probable that they would 
have lost their faith? Is it not certain that the two 
men would have hated the Church? Is there not cer- 
tainty that the children would have been left without 
baptism, instruction and the means of grace? 

In the Church, the spirit of Christ abides. That 
spirit is gentleness, consideration, patience and all the 
other qualities which flow from love. 

The Holy Spirit is the guide and the teacher of the 
Church. Under that guidance, she grants dispensa- 
tions when there are good reasons for granting them. 

She knows that human nature cannot be insensible 
to affection. When two people really care for each 
other, she does not and she will not ask them to resist 
the union which that affection craves. She does insist 
that the union be safeguarded by promises and condi- 
tions, which if they are kept and fulfilled will protect 
the Catholic spouse and the children. Indeed, they 
will do more. They will lead many non-Catholics into 
the Church. It will be disastrous to refuse to grant 
dispensations.—The Mentor.

Father de Cornelihan had 
never made any political 
statements. He was 65 
years of age and a pro- 
fessor at the Jesuit Col- 
lege of Toulouse. 














NOTRE DAME CONFERS LAETARE 
MEDAL ON EX-GOVERNOR SMITH 


Notre Dame, Ind., March 10—Ex-Gov. Alfred 
E. Smith will be the recipient of the Laetare 
Medal for 1929. Administrative authorities of 
the University made this announcement. 

The Laetare Medal, which is considered the 
most notable distinction that can be conferred 
upon a Catholic in the United States is presented 
annually by the University on Laetare Sunday, 
the fourth Sunday of Lent. It is comparable to 
the Golden Rose, which is conferred by the Pope 
in Rome each year on some Catholic who has 
distinguished himself in world affairs. 

The Rev. Charles L. O’Donnell, President of 
the University, said: 

“The long and honorable public career of ex- 
Governor Smith, as well ag the fine example of 
his private family life, are known and admired 
by the entire American people. These public 
and private virtues are inseparable from the 
man’s sterling Catholicity. Therefore, the Uni- 
versity feels the end for which this honor was 
established is fittingly served.” 




















PERMISSION TO PASS 
FROM ONE RITE TO 
ANOTHER 

The Congregation of the 
Oriental Church has pub- 
lished a decree whereby 
representatives of the 
Holy See, namely nun- 
cios, internuncios and ap- 
ostolic delegates, are au- 
thorized, after Jan. 1, to 
give to the faithful per- 
mission to pass from one 
to another rite, or to re- 
turn to their original rite 
after having previously 
legitimately passed to an- 
other. 

Hitherto this authority 
was reserved to the Holy 
See. This concession, it 
was announced, was made 
to facilitate transfers 
made more necessary in 
recent years by the fre- 
quent moving of certain 
of the faithful between 
the Orient and the Occi- 
dent. To the Holy See 
will remain, always the 


IS EUROPE GROWING COLDER? 

The severity of the winters in Europe seems to be 
on the increase. Temperatures far below freezing, and 
severe storms were recorded in every section from 
London to Italy. Husbandmen, unaccustomed to such 
weather, found cause to worry over their crops. We

SETS A GOOD EXAMPLE 

More than half a million dollars is left to the 
Church, to Catholic charitable institutions and to the 
poor of Sante Fe in the will of Senor Miguel Chavez. 
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wealthy real estate operator, who died in Santa Fe on 
Dec. 13th. Mr. Chavez left no direct heirs, his wife 
and four children all having died. 

The Most Rev. Albert T. Daeger, Archbishop of 
Santa Fe, will receive $100,000 to be held in trust for 
use of the Cathedral, and the remainder of the estate, 
amounting to more than $400,000, was left in trust 
with the Archbishop for the following purposes: 

One-fourth of the income for St. Anthony’s Orphan- 
age in Albuquerque; one-fourth of the income for St. 
Vincent’s Orphanage, Santa Fe, and one-half for the 
benefits of the poor of Santa Fe. 

Archbishop Daeger was given a free hand in dis- 
posing of the fund left to the poor of Santa Fe. 

Mr. Chavez, who was 72 years old, gave more than 
$200,000 to Catholic institutions in New Mexico dur- 
ing his life time. 





APOSTOLIC DELEGATE NAMES NEW 
SECRETARY 


His Excellency, the Apostolic Delegate, has chosen 
with the assent of His Eminence, Cardinal Dougherty, 
archbishop of Philadelphia, as his new secretary to 
succeed Monsignor Leech, the Rev. Francis E. Hyland, 
J.C.D., assistant pastor of St. Margaret’s Church, 
Narberth, Pa. 

Dr. Hyland was born in Phialdelphia, Oct. 9, 1901, 
and was ordained June 11, 1927. He received his 
degree of doctor of canon law at the Catholic Uni- 
versity of America. 





SOUTH AFRICA TO HAVE EUCHARISTIC 
CONGRESS 


Rome—A Fides cable from Durban, Natal, states 
that the bishops of South Africa have announced a 
National Eucharistic Congress for next June to be 
held in the city of Durban. 


The information draws the attention of the Cath- 
clic world to the Union of South Africa, one of the 
countries of the globe in which the Church has been 
developing quietly but rapidly. The faithful here 
number approximately half a million in a total popula- 
tion of seven millions. In 1923 approximately one- 
sixth of the Church members were of European blood. 
There are 20 ecclesiastical territories, the latest to be 
erected being that of Queenstown, established by the 
Holy See January 15, by a division of the Vicariate 
of Eastern Cape of Good Hope. Of these, 10 are ruled 
by bishops and are vicariates while 10 are headed by 
prefects or mission superiors. 


Durban, city of the coming Congress, is located on 
the coast of Natal on the Indian Ocean and is 812 
miles by sea from Capetown. It is one of the principal 
cities of the Union. By the 1926 census it had 


69,000 whites, over 86,000 colored, and 25,000 Asiatics.

EPISCOPALIAN TEMPERANCE SOCIETY 
MOVES TO AMEND THE 
VOLSTEAD ACT 


Declaring that the sole accomplishments of prohibi- 
tion have been to substitute the “speakeasy for the 
saloon, and poison for alcohol, the Temperance Society 
of the Episcopal Church reopened its campaign for 
modification of the prohibition law. The society an- 
nounced that 1,500 Episcopal clergymen have offered 
to co-operate in a move for practical temperance and 
declares it represents the majority opinion of the 
church. 





SOLEMN HIGH MASS CELEBRATED ABOARD 
LINER ON HIGH SEAS 


New York—News was received here of what is 
believed to have been the first solemn High Mass ever 
celebrated on the high seas. A radio message from 
Capt. Aristid Cosulich of the liner Vulcania said the 
Mass was celebrated by His Eminence, Cardinal 
Rouleau of Quebec, 1,300 miles at sea. 

Cardinal Rouleau, the message said, was assisted by 
His Excellency, the Most Rev. Pietro Fumasoni- 
Biondi, Apostolic Delegate to the United States, and 
the Rev. Dr. John J. Burke, C.S.P., general secretary 
of the National Catholic Welfare Conference. Msgr. 
Fumasoni-Biondi conferred the Papal Blessing on the 
900 passengers who attended the Mass. 





NATIVE BISHOP STARTS FIRST NATIVE 
BROTHERHOOD IN CHINA 


Lyhsien (Chihli, China)—The first native congrega- 
tion of Chinese brothers has been founded by the Rt. 
Rev. Bishop Melchoir Suen, a native born Chinese and 
Prefect Apostolic of Lyhsien, Chihli Province. The 
first fifteen postulants received their habit December 
16th. Ten more will be clothed in the near future. 

The institute is known as the Congregation of the 
Little Brothers of St. John the Baptist. Their mission 
will be to assist the Chinese clergy in its ministry 
particularly by teaching, catechetical work and domes- 
tic labor. The brothers wear a monastic habit and 
their rule is quite severe. After two years novitiate, 
the candidates pronounce their vows for one year, later 
renewing them in perpetuity—Fides Service. 
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CARDINAL VICO DIES AT AGE OF 82 YEARS 


Rome—Anthony Cardinal Vico, Prefect of the 
Sacred Congregation of Rites and the second oldest 
member of the sacred college, died recently at the age 
of 82 years. His Eminence, who became seriously ill 
with influenza coupled with heart disease, received 
Extreme Unction the night before his death.. 

One of Cardinal Vico’s greatest consolations was the 
beatification and canonization of St. Theresa, the 
Little Flower. As Papal Legate he presided at the 
feasts at Lisieux after the canonization of the Little 
Flower. 

In 1897 Cardinal Vico was elected titular Arch- 
bishop of Filippi and was appointed Apostolic Dele- 
gate in Colombia. Later he became Nuncio to 
Brussels and later still to Madrid. 

During his prefecture of the Congregation of Rites, 
Cardinal Vico displayed the greatest activity in pro- 
cedures that resulted in many beatifications and canon- 
izations. Some months ago, because of his great age, 
he was obliged to abandon active direction of the Con- 
gregation of Rites, the Pope having appointed in his 
stead, Cardinal Laurenti, who now succeeds him. 





$40,000 DAMAGES CAUSED BY FLAMES IN 
CAPITAL CHURCH 


Washington, D.C.—Damage estimated at $40,000 
was caused by a spectacular fire recently which 
destroyed the roof and ruined much of the interior of 
St. Dominic’s Church here. The fire broke out shortly 
before the 7:30 o’clock Mass was to begin. A crowd 
of 10,000 persons was attracted and watched the work 
of firemen extinguishing the blaze. 

The Rev. Michael Barrett, O.P., who had gone to 
the parish house next door after saying the 6 o’clock 
Mass, discovered the fire and gave the alarm. Before 
the first of the fire apparatus arrived, the Rev. John A. 
Cowan, O.P., acting pastor, and Father Barrett, entered 
the Church, warned early arrivals and were engaged 
in the rescue of vestments and altar articles. 

Because of the difficulty firemen had in reaching 
the high-vaulted roof, the fire was extinguished only 
after five alarms had been turned in and a water tower 
brought into action. 

The members of the parish, of which there are about 
2,500, will attend Mass in the Holy Name Chapel, ad- 
joining the Church, and in the hall of St. Dominic’s 
School, pending repair of the damaged building. 





83,306 STUDENTS IN U. S. CATHOLIC 
COLLEGES IN 1928 


The total enrollment of students in all the Catholic 
colleges and universities of this country for the 
academic year of 1928 was 83,306, it is revealed by 
a biennial survey of these institutions just completed 
by the N. C. W. C. Department of Education. 

This figure represents an increase of 11,457 students 
or more than 15 per cent over the enrollment of such 
Catholic institutions of higher learning in 1926, the 
last previous year surveyed by the Department when 
a total of 74,849 students was reported.

He spoke at Graymoor concerning the spirit of the 
Franciscan Order; that which impressed itself upon 
the outsider, not alone the Catholic outsider but the 


non-Catholic. He described it as the all embracing 
interest and sympathy which St. Francis himself dis- 
played towards the creatures around him, whether 
they were men, birds, beasts or fishes. In a great 
measure this spirit of universal sympathy had been 
transmitted by spiritual generation to his religious 
descendents and after seven centuries was still a 
marked characteristic of the Franciscan Family. He 
sketched in graphic words the tremendous part the 
Franciscan had played, not only in the Discovery of 
America, but in its original evangelization and the 
impress they had left upon North and South America. 
He spoke of the Spanish padres, who not only de- 
veloped the civilization of Mexico, which at one time 
was superior to the United States, but were the pioneer 
colonists of New Mexico and California.

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LIFE OF ST. GERARD (Concluded) 


At the end of June, 1754, Gerard was sent to Cap- 
osele, and very soon thereafter we find him 
at Naples, where he remained with Father 
Margotta from July to November. It was while in the 
capital a wicked woman who dared to tempt him fell 
dead at his feet. It was then he walked on the sea 
and saved a barque from shipwreck. At Christmas 
he returned to Caposele, where he was appointed to 
superintend the building of the convent then in course 
of construction. While thus engaged our Blessed 
Lord in the Tabernacle once at least gave him the 
means of paying the men their wages. One Friday 
there was no money in the house. The Father Rector 
told Gerard of the state of things. ‘Let us,” answered 
the saint, “offer a petition to Jesus in the Blessed 
Sacrament.” The petition was drawn up, and Gerard 
was commissioned to present it to Jesus. He went up 
to the Tabernacle, and, laying the petition on the altar, 
knocked at the door, saying, ‘Lord, thou seest our 
petition—we expect a reply.” To make sure of a 
favorable answer, he spent the whole night in prayer. 
At the break of day he again knocked at the Taber- 
nacle door. He listened for a moment, and heard the 
porter’s bell ring. He went down immediately to the 
door of the monastery, and there found two small bags 
full of money. There was more than necessary to pay 
the men, but not enough to finish the building. A 
gatherer of alms was needed. The Father-Rector 
wished to send Gerard out again to collect, but, owing 
to the brother’s poor health, did not like to ask him. 
God revealed to Gerard the desire of his Superior, and 
the holy brother at once offered himself for the work. 

He began his journey in July. All the marvels of 
that journey will never be recorded by the pen of 
man. The whole creation seemed to obey him. He 
cured the sick, expelled devils from those possessed, 
foretold to sinners that their death was at hand, and 
continued to make known sins concealed in confession. 
But at last he was seized with consumption, and had 
to be called home to Caposele. He arrived on August 
31st, and he looked so wretched that Father Cajone 
had to make a great effort not to burst into tears. 
Gerard remarked his emotion, and consoled him, say- 
ing: “My dear Father, it is the will of God; there- 
fore let us rejoice, for we should always do God’s will 
with joy.” And when the brothers came and wished 
to console with him: “Let us be gay, my dear 
brothers,” he said, “let us be gay; for I do only the 
will of God. I am happy to do God’s will, and content 
to go to unite myself to Him.” And when he had 
been taken to his room and put to bed, he begged that 
the following inscription might be put on his door: 
“Here we do the will of God, as God wills and as 
long as it is pleasing to Him.” 

The disease made rapid progress. On the 5th of 
September, he received the Holy Viaticum. Father 
Buonomana holding the Sacred Host in his hand said: 
“Behold this Lord Who is your Father, and Who will 
soon be your Judge: renew, therefore, your faith, and 
make the proper acts.” Gerard reverently and humbly 
replied: “You know, O my God, that whatever I have 
done or said, all has been done and said for your glory 
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St, Gerard 


and the accomplishment of your most holy will.” On 
the 6th he was to receive Extreme Unction, but early 
in the morning a letter arrived from his confessor, 
Father Fiocchi, giving him an obedience to get well. 
Gerard at once rose from bed to the amazement and 
joy of all. He continued to regain strength for the 
next few weeks. However, in the beginning of 
October the fever and blood-spitting returned. He 
often said that if it were not for the obedience he 
had received he would have died on the 9th of Sep- 
tember, and that his brief recovery was simply God’s 
way of showing the power of obedience. He now 
foretold the day and even the hour of his death. His 
weakness gradually became greater, and his. suffer- 
ings more intense. All through life his one desire was 
to be like his Crucified Lord, and now his constant 
meditation was on the sufferings of Jesus. He even 
prayed that his bed of pain might be for him the 
wood of the cross, so that he might endure all the suf- 
ferings of Our Lord in His death agony. His prayer 
was heard, and he was able to say: “J am in the 
wounds of Jesus and the wounds of Jesus are in me.” 
Shortly before he died, in answer to the infirmarian, 
who asked him if anything troubled him, he said: “J 
have done everything for the love of God; I have never 
lost sight of Him; I have always endeavored to walk 
in His presence, and because I have desired nothing 
but His holy will, I die in peace.”

“T, N.N., do make this my last Will and Testa- 
ment, hereby revoking all other wills and codicils 
made by me.

On the ch alice I wish the following words to be en- 
graved: “In thanksgiving to the Immac ulate Mother 
of God, Mary the Glorious. * * * 

“I give and bequeath to M.M., my faithful compan- 
ion of years, the sum of five thousand dollars cash, 
free of all tax. I wish here to express my appreciation 
of her thoughtfulness, care and unselfish kindness dur- 
ing many years.

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The First Fruits Indicate a Poor Harvest 


We feel rather blue over the receipts (at the time of writing) from Self-Denial Week. The First Fruits 
indicate a very poor Harvest and spells something like disaster for the Union-That-Nothing-Be-Lost.

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ANOTHER 5S.0.S. FROM FATHER COENEN. 
Dear Father Paul: 

I am at my wit’s end. I am in debt, but I am in 
debt because of my great confidence in God's Provi- 
dence and in your great generosity. But I am at my 
wit’s end how to pay off unless [| will be able to get 
some assistance from you. All my missionary troubles 
and difficulties combined have never been able to dis- 
courage my zeal and energy during these fifteen years 
of missionary life in Central Africa. As a matter of 
fact, my begging tour to generous Americans in 1926 
which proved to be a failure on account of the inop- 
portune time was not able to 
dishearten me because by 
sacrificing a half-year’s holi- 
day for a great cause I 
begged of God to bless my 
humble efforts at least in the 
future. My praye: was 
heard. Towards the very 
end of my stay in America 
I climbed up the Mount of 
the Atonement and rang the 
bell at your great house of 
charity and Nangina’s new 
mission-station was adopted 
amongst its manifold deserv- 
ing objects of beneficence. I 
never have been able to 
thank our Good God enough 
in that He heard my humble 
prayers and never have I 
been able to express in 
words the gratefulness I 
feel to you and the dear 
generous Readers of The 
Lamp. My zeal and energy 
in the erection of this 
entirely new mission-station 
was greatly encouraged rec- 
ently when you, my dear 
Father and Benefactor, ex- 
horted the never - failing 
Benefactors of The Lamp to 
increase their generosity so 
that at least $150.00 would 
be contributed monthly for 
the building up of Nangina. 
But since then, alas, the of- 
ferings contributed accord- 
ing to the monthly reports in The Lamp, have lessened 
rather than increased and here I am helpless and look- 
ing forward for your indispensable assistance. 

Sometime ago I wrote to you that our main Priest’s 
residence was ready and that our future aim was to 
build a temporary big church which could be changed 
into a permanent school later on. Circumstances, how- 
ever, have forced me to change this plan. I have been 
able to find decent clay to make bricks and at present 
Thave got 60,000 ready for our church. It is our plan 
now to go on full speed with making the bricks dur- 
ing this dry season in order to get the amount of bricks 
teady which will be necessary to build a big perman-

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ent church straight away because our big and grass 
cathedral is standing on its last legs, due to the harm 
which the all-destroying white ants have caused. I 
must confess that I have been ordering materials for 
the church to the value of money more than I pos- 
sessed in cash and so as I said above, I am in debt. 
In fact, I am at my wit’s end how to pay up unless 
I will be able to get some assistance from you. As I 
mentioned above, in all my Missionary trials, the devil 
was never able to discourage me or to make me feel 
unhappy in my work. But, dear Father, at the pres- 
ent, if not discouraged, yet I feel unhappy because my 
condition is such that I am forced to inactivity, al- 
though I am convinced of 
the great and urgent neces- 
sity of a big, permanent 
church for our 2,000 Chris- 
tians and a big school for 
our increasing converts. My 
greatest unhappiness is that 
I feel myself helpless for no 
other reason than the lack of 
that miserable money, the 
possession of which makes 
so many other people un- 
happy and which could help 
on a great cause so much; 
yes, and a cause that is 
undoubtedly for God’s 
Greater Honor and Glory.” 

Epitor’s P. S.: On the 
receipt of this letter we sent 
a check for $1,000 to Father 
Coenen as a loan: from the 
Rock - of - Peter Foundation, 
relying upon you dear 
Readers of The Lamp to pay 
at least the interest on this 
loan until through your 
increased interest in the 
great cause of Nangina, you 
will make such loans unnec- 
essary.

ST. FRANCIS 


Writing in the magazine section of the New York 
Herald-Tribune Mr. Geoffrey McCroben speaks of 
St. Francis and Assisi in these words: 

“Of all men on whom the name of saint has been 
bestowed none is so real, so human, so lovable, as St. 
Francis of Assisi. If it is true that every place has 
its spirit, then the spirit of Assisi is that of St. Francis. 
His memory does not rest on creative powers of the 
mind, nor on capacity for action, but on the intangible 
quality to which we give the name of “personality,” 
the essence of which in his case was simplicity, love 
and service. 

Born in 1182, the son of a prosperous merchant of 
Assisi, he passed the early years of his life in one 
untroubled round of pleasure. His qualities of leader- 
ship and of drawing others to him showed themselves 
even then, and his father was proud to see him riding 
out at the head of expeditions planned by the young 
nobles of the city. 
The changed ideal

of the magnificent church and monastery of San Fran- 
cesco at Assisi. No more paradoxical memorial to one 
who had vowed himself to poverty could have been 
conceived, and yet its beauty prevents regret. 

The church consists in reality of three churches: 
the lowest is a crypt containing the body of St. Fran. 
cis; above it, on the level of the ground, is the lower 
church; and the third is reached by a flight of outside 
steps leading to the higher level of the grassy piazza 
on which the door of the upper church opens. All 
three are beautiful, but the lower church is absolutely 
unique. 

Coming in from the dazzle and glare of the midday 
Italian sunshine without, all seems dim, not with the 
gray colors of twilight but with a dimness glowing 
with rich color and gold from the frescoed walls of 
the surrounding chapels. The place fascinates with 
its memories of the saint, and with the mystery of dim 

light, which half re- 





of life first came to 
him after an illness; 
one day during 
his convalescence, 
when looking across 
the smiling Umbrian 
plain, so beautiful 
in the sunshine of 
early spring there 
came to him a sud- 
den dissatisfaction 
with the life he had 
been leading, and a 
wonder if there were 
not something better 
worth living for. But 
his conversion was 
not a sudden one 
and some time pas- 
sed before he de- 
cided to give up all his possessions, to embrace 
“Bride Poverty,” and to devote his life to the service 
of his fellowmen. He and the followers who so 
quickly joined him literally accepted the ideal of the 
early Christians and freed themselves from all posses- 
stons, so that the weight of material things should not 
hamper their work nor cloud their sight of God. 

Later in life there came to St. Francis the vision 
of Christ and, as he knelt before him, the gift of the 
Stigmata was bestowed upon him, and so the saint in 
his own body bore the marks of the nails and the 
spear. 

If it is proof of the undaunted spirit of Francis that 
he could write his glorious Hymn to the Sun in the 
later and sadder part of his life, when blindness had 
shut him out from the sight of the sva and all the 
glorious things of nature which he so greatly loved. 

After his death in 1226 one of his followers, Brother 
Elias, used his influence to bring about the building

veals and half con- 
ceals its treasures, 

The upper church 
has a beauty of an- 
other kind. One en- 
ters a great, sunny, 
open space, filled 
with light and sees 
around the walls the 
bright, though faded 
colors of Giotto’s 
frescoes, picturing 
the life of the saint. 
Perhaps that of St. 
Francis preaching to 
the birds haunts the 
memory most, for it 
is the keynote of his 
life, the love not 
only of his fellow- 
men, but embracing 
also to the brotherhood of all living things. 

But it is not in the soft jeweled darkness of the 
lower church, nor in the sunshine of the upper one 
that we feel the sense of his presence and personality 
most strongly, but in the fields and vineyards, on the 
slopes of the hillside, and in the little streets of Assisi. 
We can almost see his gray figure in teality, coming 
up the path to Assisi, singing a gay little song and 
stopping every now and then to greet Brother Bird, 
who is singing his song of spring and happiness. For 
although Francis had made the great renunciation and 
had given up the wealth and comfort in which he was 
born for “Bride Poverty,” he was so austere an 
ascetic, and his life of wandering and service brought 
him the happiness which his life of pleasure had 
failed to give. Like Robert Louis Stevenson, he was 
a lover of the open road, and to sleep beneath the clear 
sky seemed to bring him nearer to God than with the 
roof between him and the stars. 
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The road to the Carceri on the slopes of Mount 
Subasio is a veritable pilgrimage in the steps of St. 
Francis, for it was there that he went when weary 
and in need of solitude, and so the cave with its rock- 
hewn shelf serving for his bed seems to reveal to us 
the other side of Francis, in his times of depression 
and of utter weariness. There it was that hearing the 
nightingale sing all night the praises of God, he tried 
to vie with the songster, but was forced to confess 
the nightingale the victor in his untiring song. The 
tiny monastery built here, with its few monks, does 
not destroy the spirit of the past and the place is still 
filled with his presence. 

St. Francis was essentially a reformer who was bold 
enough to practice what he preached—the brotherhood 
of man and the ideal of service. He knew that tradi- 
tion and possession may become the most crushing 
forces to the soul, and so he broke loose from his early 
life of pleasure and wealth. 


He founded no monastic order and had no desire 
to shut himself up, away from his fellowmen and all 
the delightful sights and sounds of the world of nature, 
but spent his life in wandering from village to village, 
preaching to the peasants and serving their needs. He 
was no austere martyr who terrified men to repentance 
by fear of the consequences of sin, but an inspirer of 
love, because he loved others. 

And so St. Francis is a name to contemplate, and 
there are few who do not feel an answering chord 
at the sound of his name, not a responsive thrill at 
the thought of treading in his footsteps.
